The pri- 
soners were sent to Guayaquil, and trom thence to 
Panima, in the corvette Santander, which arrived 
at Punama on the 9th August; and they were at 
the time of Colonel’s Lima’s departure, confined 
in the castle of Chagres. Among them were 
four Spanish colonels, and a number of subaltern 
officers of various ranks,

The leading article “ An extract from a Mapu- 
script Novel,” written, we presume, by the 
Editor, contains a discussion on the poetical 
merits of Pope and Goldsmith, with which, as 
the opinions there advanced accorded in a mea- 
sure with our own, we were well pleased. The 
Doctor, however, has been, in a subsequent part 
of the Magazine, so severe with Geofirey Crayon, 
that we cannot forbear pronouncing the solilo- 
quy of Frederick, in the above-mentioned Ex- 
tract, exceedingly inelegant from the continual 
recurrence of such phrazes as “might be,” and 
“may be.” We do not mean to say that these 
phrases are in themselves exceptionable; but 
when they occur in almost every sentence of a 
paragraph of considerable length, they become 
highly offensive. 

“Lights and Shades of By-past Times,” by 
the Author of the Woodlands, is written with 
that Author’s usual elegance of style, and but 
for a few slight redundancies, is a piece of chaste 
and nervous composition, 

Of a ‘* Visit to the Country,” “A Vision,” and 
“The Absent Man,” we shall say nought; as 
they are so absolutely “ dull and uninteresting,” 
we could not réad them with any degree of at- 
tention. 

**Podagre Levamen” has, heretofore, been a 
sprightly, humourous, well-written article, and 
we are sorry to perceive that, in the present 
number, it has degenerated into mere vulgarism 
The delineation of such characters as are drawn 
by the pen of * E. K.” can never afford pleasure 
to a refined reader, and “the loves of Richard 
Cudroe and the peerless Phillis Clincker,” will 
call a blush to the cheeks of every delicate fe- 
male who peruses them. For the future repu- 
tation of the Magazine, it is to be hoped “ E. K.” 
will employ his prowess upon better subjects, 
or should he not, that his effusicns will obtain no 
place in an American periodical. 

“Little Dominick,” from Edgeworth’s Essay 
on Irish Bulls has so frequently gone the rounds, 
that, notwithstanding its excellence, but little 
instruction or amusement can at this time be 
derived from it, and its insertion in a work pro- 
fessedly original, is truly surprising, 

The ** Review of Tales of a Traveller,” is more 
unfavourable than any we have hitherto seen, 
condemning, without reserve, the whole three 
parts as “trifling,” and denouncing several of 
the Tales as “ absolutely silly, fit only to amuse 
children, and but for their length, admirably 
calculated for the pages of two-penny primers,” 
This displays too much of thax critical acumen, 
for which the learned Doctor, when Canvassing 
the merits of his compeers, is notorious; and we 
fear he has been influenced in this sweeping Re- 
view, as much by the feelings of literary rivalship, 
as by the dictates of unbiassed and impartial eri- 
ticism. The Tales are certainly less worthy of 
praise than the former labours of the prolific 
writer who produced them, but deserve rather 
better treatment than they have received at the 
hands of the Philadelphia Re viewer.
